h^rorement At Water Worb. 

The City Council has purchased i 
car of fine white gravel and will im 
mediately tear out all of the old filler 
of the water works filter and use this 
gravel for filtering. 

There is an abundant supply of pure 
water at the lake which will be amply 
sufficient to carry us through the Sum- 
mer, provided care ia taken in using 
it. The recent severely hot weather 
has cut down the supply cmsiderably 
and as it ia more than probable that 
we will not have any heavy rains now 
before Fall, at least not sufi^cient to 
increase the water supply* it woold 
lie wen to Mterdae judgment in tiie 
use of the water. In sprinkling do 
not use more than is absolutely neces- 
sary, and dornot waste tiie water in 
any other manner. It is far better to 
begin the exercise of proper care in 
this regard now, than to be extrava- 
gant with it and then when the supply 
becomes diminifebed, hava to be cut off 
from water for other than strictly do- 
mestic purposes. With the exercise of 
proper judgement and with the aup- 
ply now on hand it will not ha 
sary to adqpt such measures.

The KcHtodcy DistiHeriea and Ware- 
house Co., which firm owaa and oper- 
ates two of the largest plaata in the 
atcte at Hidcman, Ky., on tiie route 
propoaed by us, would pive to the pros- 
'e extension more freight in car 
WB cMmT the titr of Har- 
rodsburg or Richmond. This freight is 
now transported to Nicholasville by 
wagon and the Company is anxious 
that the road be built as we suggest. 

As for the railroad connections to be 
made, they are as good over this route 
as either of the other suggested; the 
Traction Company already has con- 
aeption with the Southern and by com- 
ing here they would make connection 
with .the K. C. branch of tiie LAN 
and also be within niiu' miles of Knox- 
ville branch of the L & N, which wouki 
afford them a Areet outlet to tiie Sea- 
board and the entire south. 

This road will be built with an eye 
fir til* fotara when there will be a 
#rect t'K'ctric line from the great 
Lakes to the Gulf, and this is the dir- 
ect Kne aa* wall aa the BMat plaaeible 
one. Nor is this all the advantages 
which we can offer, we have others 
which aae now before the traction 
people, and which are far superior to 
anything set forth in this article, and 
far excel anything which couM possib- 
ly be affered by any other route, but 
which we are not at liberty to state Tit 
the present time. 

Mr. Stephenson advances the beauti- 
ful scenery about Brooklyn bndge as 
one potent reason why the line should 
come from Nicholaaville through Mer- 
cer, we do not* think that thia road 
would be consti-ucted as a seenic rail- 
way, but if the promoters ahoold as- 
sume that Tiew point; we are of the 
opinion that no move beautiful scenery 
may be found along the Kentucky river 
than along the tampike whidi slurts 
tlie diffs in tho viciirity of Hidcnuui. 

Ac for Mr. Stepheaaoa'a tfaeoryaa to 
the Brooltlyn bridge being utilised for 
the traction line, with all due deference 
to his views, we doubt very much if 
this be phNirii»le, it taltea a far more 
substantial structure to support the 
traffic of a railroad such as this line 
would require, than it doea to aeeooio- 
date the ordinary foot and horse pas- 
sengers, for which the Brooklyn bridge 
was oouatrueted. 

In any event, were the road to take 
the route suggested by Mr. Stephenson, 
it would be necessary to construct a 
bridge over Dix river before they could 
get out of Harrodsburg, either to Dan- 
ville or Lancaster. 

As for the route proposed by Mr. Sul- 
livan, investigation already made shows 
that this would in volve the construction 
of the most costly bridge over Ken- 
tucky river yet suggested, then after 
leaving Richmond to get to Lancaster 
there would have to be eonatructed 
bridges over both Silver Creek and 
Paint Lick. After viewing the situa- 
tion from every point we feel confident 
that whan the promotera of tiie Traction 
company together with their engineers 
come to look over the various routes 
aug ge a ted and proposed, which will be 
at an early day, that they will find the 
route from Nicholasville to Lancaster 
far anperior to any of the otliera, and 
that at no very far distant time we 
shall have the pleasure of having direct 
coaaaetiea with Lanagtoa by tlM 
eat and beat poaB3>la route.
